A 6205 fortified with iron between 30mg and 35mg/100g is acceptable in flavor and taste. FSA

will continue to accept fortification at the elevated levels, with appropriate price
discounts, until the study is completed.

The following price discounts will apply to all contracts for CSB issued after April 1,
2004, with excess iron levels:

30.1to 31.5 - 10 cents per 100 pounds
31.6t0 33.1 - 20 cents per 100 pounds
33.2t0 35.0 - 35 cents per 100 pounds

If it is established that iron levels above 30mg/100g expose the CSB to the risk of a
change in taste, the upper limit of 30mg/100g will remain in effect and the discount
schedule will be discontinued. At that point, CSB with iron levels above 30mg/100g
will be regjected.

The announcement will be amended to reflect these changes.
